| dent to old age. She was 88 years old, and re 
tired from the stage eight or ten years ago. 
Her father was 
Anderson, an actor or note, and her 
mother was Euphbemia, a daughter of the drst 

Joseph Jefferson. Her first appearance on the 
| stage was at the age of seven years, taking the 
child's part in Willlam Tell, with Edwin Forrest 
the star. For sixty years afterward she 
acted in companies supporting the great theat 
rical stars up to the time of her retirement. 

Miss Germon married, at the age of seventeen, 
Greene Germon, an actor. Two of their 
children, John E. and Effie Germon, attained 
prominence on the stage. 

The following tribute was pald the universally 
beloved actress, by the Baltimore News: 

“The death of Mrs. Germon removes one of 
the Iast remaining links with the stage as it 
was in this country three-quarters of a century 
ago. The manner of the going out of the aged 
actress es the curtain dropped for the last time 
recalls in « way the fine dignity, the grace 
the manner of the old play and the old 
player. ‘I am going to sleep soon,’ she sald 
to her son, ‘and I do not fear it. God is good— 

“‘*And s beside the silent sea 
1 wait the muffled oar: 

No harm from Him can come to me 
On ocean or on shore.’ 

“Baltimore had been the home of Mra. Ger- 
mon for many years. Only the older habitues 
of the theatre could recall seeing ber upon the 
stage; but on the rare occasions when some 
event called her again to the footlights the re- 


| spect and affection for her on the part of those 


who did remember her demonstrated strikingly 
the difference in the way the public of an 
earlier day regerded a stage favorite There 
wes a warmth of reception, a wholesome liking. 
that is absent in this day and generation. The 
modern plaver and the modern playgoer seem 
to have little in common. The former cares only 
for the box-office, and the latter only for a 
few moments’ diversion, and they are quits. The 
Germon on the stage were 
as much a part of the history of their time 
as were the men and women in any other walk 
of life. They left an indelible impress and 
set a standard which the public still ‘loves to 
and to hold up as a mark by which to 
judge and to condemn much which transpires 
upon the modern stage.”’

It seems impossible | 
that cabbages and turnips, and eggs and but- | 
ter, and watermelons and cheese, at such and | 
such a price, varying but little day by day, | 
could be twisted so as to make people laugh, | 
but that is what this particular journal de: | 
sires, | 

This mad chase after something to make the | 
public langh is spreading into all branches of 
publicity. Not only have the daily newspapers 
got it very bad, but the dignified magazines 
are catching it, too. The staid. genuine criti- 
cism of plays and books and art such as one 
used to see, are going out of style. 

Therefore, it is small wonder that theatrical 
managers are kicking because of the lack of | 
eonsideration they are in so many instances | 
shown. Dramatic crities are seldom real crit- 
‘es. Many a newspaper of big reputation will 
have a youngster just out of college—or what's 
sometimes worse, one who hasn't even had much 
training in the art of real criticism—will be 
mut on the job. His managing editor will read 
his first criticism and then call him in for a 
talk. 

**‘Look here.”’ says the M. E., 
a little life inte your dope? Can't you infuse 
a little humor into criticisms? We don't 
want this dry analysis of stuff—give us some- 
thing to make the people laugh.”’ 

So the young critic will get his cue. He 
really doesn’t know much about shows, but 
be tries his hand at being a humorist. He 
starts off a criticism of a really clever produc- 
tlor by saying: ‘‘The management has bats in 


“can't you put 


like Mrs. Smithson’s Husband under the name 
of a play. The shebang’s a bunco, and the 
Star's and over-ripe lemon fresh from the cit- 
ron orchard. Back to the laundry tub for hers, 
etc., ete.’’ 

And so it goes. 

A production is made for the public. If the 
myblic likes the production, it’s a suecess, 
The critic should time his criticisms in just 
‘bis wav: that if the plece Is a comedy, and 
the audience falls out of its seat laughing at | 
its funnyisms, then that piece is a go and | 
deserves a boost. It may not conform to what 
the critic himself calls comedy. but it does 
conform to what 1999 other spectators in the 
2.000 call comedy, and therefore deserves some- 
thing besides a ‘‘funny’’ notice knocking it 
from start to finish. A burlesque at popular 
prices can not be criticised through the same 
glesses as a burlesque at two dollars. They 
are designed each for its purpose and each 
serves that purpose. When the critic goes into 
a popular priced melodrama house, he can not 
fairly jndge the piece by the same standards 
os he does when he sits through a John Drew, 
E. H. Sothern, Maude Adams production. Pop- 
ular priced vandeville must not be roasted be- 
cause the critic prefers a Klaw & Erlanger 
snectacle, or a David Belasco drama, or a 
Fiske niece. All these sorts of dramatics have 
their place, and as a rule they stay in their 
place. If one were snbstituted for another. 
there might be some kick coming. But such 
I> not ‘he case. There are pins and pens, and 
one would be little better than a fool to kick 
because a pin wouldn't do the work of a pen. 
Yet that is exactly what many critics expect 
of shows, or whet they SBEM to expect, judging 
from the criticisms. 

In France all that ts changed. In the first 
place—and it is a mighty big first place—crit- 
ies are nearly always on the reputable journals, 
men of middle age, or older. These men are 
ednested for the work of criticism and they 
take their tasks seriously. Not that there is 
On the 
contrary. one frequently reads the most delli- 
cious whimsicaliems. But the difference 1s, 
the fun is put in always at the RIGHT place. 
‘A« in drama of the most serious kind, comedy 
is a necessary leavening of the whole fabric, 
and so it Is with criticism. A critique may 
be dull, so dull that no one will care to read | 
the writer should strug- | 


| starting 


gle. But the struggle should not be at the 
expense of truth. The French critic strives to 
write a genuine criticism, and when he finds 
a fault, he at the same time offers a sensible 


reason for his thinking it a fault, and gives 
an equally sensible remedy for it, as he sees 
it. His remedy may or may not be a good 


ene, and what he believes to be a fault might 
not appear to be so to other critics, but with 
dozens of serious minded men, ably and con- 
acienciously writing on the same subject, each 
sincerely criticising the work, untold benefit 
must necessarily result in the long run. 

All this does not mean that a play is never 
eondemned in France. They are frequently 


eondemned, and many are taken off the stage | 
But if the au- 


after only a very few nights. 
thor happens to be a young man making his 
firet attempt at playmaking. if he be of the 
real sort, he'll get a tremengous lot of educa- 
tion by reading over and over again the critt- 
eisms of his work, with the result that bis 
next effort will be on a far higher scale. Ip 
America a budding genius is more likely to be 
rolled to such an extent by the critics that he 
hasn't the nerve to take up his pen and go at 
it again, at least for some time to come. For 
if a man’s nature wasn't sensitive to a very 
advanced degree. he wouldn't and couldn't be 
a playwright. That's what makes him a true 
writer—the ability to feel deeply, to sense 
those things which other people overlook be- 
eause they never feel them. Dumas felt trag- 
dy where others merely saw something to laugh 
and forget. Rut that’s whv there was only 
ONE Dumas. and so many millions of other peo- 
ple. Therefore, if a youngster writes a poor 
play, but one which shows some promise, crit- 
ies should point this out to the author, whose 
enirit at best is sure to be half broken by a 
failure. A “funny” lot of criticism stands 
the chance of spoiling a genuinely clever writ- 
er. 

France is running over with youngsters who 
have written something or other. In another 
place in this very letter, I mention a thirteen- 
year-old lad whose play in VERSE was pre- 
sented. The criticisms of this were dignified, 
and a brilliant future predicted for the boy. 
He was encouraged and even urged to keep up 
his efforts, That is the reason for the Bern 
eteins, the Rostands and the de Flers of 
France. They are all still young, yet they 
have been famous over here for years 

The beantiful roses of California, which make 
ea»bages ashamed of themselves for being 80 
little. were not so perfected by having stones 
tossed at them. nor by being planted in an 
ashhbank. They're perfect and beautiful because 
they were cared for tenderly and encouraged 
in every little way. 


MARSHALL WILDER

They'd make big hits, I'm sure Now, down 
at Marseilles at the date of this letter, there 
is an English musical comedy playing a date. 
The press agent there pulled off a yarn to the 
effect that the management of the show had 
received a letter from a prominent young Mar- 
seillaise, to the effect that if the hand of Miss 
Genevieve wasn't given him, he'd commit sul- 
cide. The papers every one of them gobbled 
the story, and even here in Paris the journals 
are placing it up by the side of the Czar’s visit 
to Cherbourg.

The Guiding Hand of Frau 
Cosima Wagner Absent from 
This Year's Bayreuth Festi- 
val—Other News. 


The Bayreuth Festspiele are nearing the end 
of the present season. For the first time since 
their inception by Frau Cosima Wagner. Op- 
portunity Was presented to demonstrate whether 
or not they could be given without the guiding 
hanl of Frau Wagner. Frau Wagner has for 
months been very ill and at her advanced age 
it became «absolutely necessary that she sever 
all connection with the Festspiele. Receptions 
at the Villa Wahnfried, the Wagner home near 
Rayreuth, where, year after year, brilliant 
men and women of all countries have paid hom- 
age to Frau Wagner, are still being held after 
the performancess, but her daughters, Mrs. Eva 
“hemberlain, the wife of the celebrated Wagner 
critic, Stewart Chamberlain, and Mrs. Daniela 
Theale, whose husband is professor of art his- 
tory at Heidelberg University, receive. 

The management now rests upon the shoulders 
ef the sons-inlaw of Frau Cosima 
Stewart Chamberlain and Prof. Thode. 
question, what changes the year 1913 will bring, 
when the copyrights for all the Wagnerian 
works expire, is already being seriously dis- 
eussed by these two gentlemen. The German 
Reichstag will in the coming year deliberate 
over the question of extending the copyright 
term, as demanded from many sources. 

The fact that the Wagnerian dramas may be 
released after 1913 has also to do with the 
plans for a Richard Wagner Theatre in Berlin, 
mention of which was recently made and it is 
eal that strong protest will be made against 
naming the projected theatre after the great 
master It may well be said, however, the 
name and fame of Bayreuth are resting upon a 
foundation so solid, that the Festspiele will 
remain in later years just what they are now, 
whether the protection of the copyright laws Is 
withdrawn in 1913 or not. 

The civil action brought by Director Max 
Reinhardt against Else Lehmann, one of the 
most valued actresses in Germany, has not 
been decided. Else Lehmann, of the Lessing 
Theatre ensemble, entered Into contract in 1905, 
with Max Reinhardt, director of the Deutsch 
Theatre, which was to run from September 1, 
1909 until August, 1914. Her annual salary was 
to be 30.000 marks with a season of six months, 
120 performances at 250 marks each. For extra 
performances she was to receive 200 marks per 
evening Else Lehmann reserved in this con- 
tract the right to cancel the same upon pay- 
ment of 30,000 marks, but she also agreed not 
to appear in any German theatre during the 
life of this contract. In 1907 Mise Lehmann 
attacked the legality of her contract claiming 
she had by fraudulent means been induced to 
sign the same. Reinhbardt’s representative, Mr. 
Hollaender, had expressly stated that her con- 
tract was the same as the one Agnes Sorma bad. 
She refuses to enter upon the fulfillment of the 
contract and Reinhardt thereupon filed suit at 
the Royal Kammergericht to define the condl- 
tions of the agreement. 

At the first hearing the court decided, Miss 
Lehmann would have to declare under oath that 
a ccntract in all particulars equal to that 
with Agnes Sorma had been promised her, upon 
this oath her contract should be declared vold. 
Therenpon Reinhardt filed answer saying. Miss 
Lebmatn hed been promised no such contract, 
Mr. Hollaender may have said to her during the 
conference between the two parties her con- 
tract was as good as Sorma’s, but Miss Leb- 
mann had reason to know then, that Agnes 
Sorma was receiving a salary of 500 marks per 
performance. Miss Lehmann'’s§ attorney an- 
swered. his client. had expressly been assured of 
the same remuneration paid to Miss Serma and 
Miss Lehmann had been given but twenty-four 
hours’ time in which to sign the agreement, cer- 
tainly not sufficient to find out what the salary 
of Mies Sorma was. 

Herr Burrian of the Dresden Royal Opera, 


recently commenced his local engagement as 
Tristan in Wagner's opera, and made an ex- 
cellent impression. Burrian lacks the {deal 


volee, but he is an eminent actor and knows 
how to handle his voice in the climaxes. Frau 
Leffier-Rurckard sang Isolde with consummate 
art. She is one of the most eminent of Wag- 
nerian singers. 

The twenty-third annual convention of the 
National German Association of Musicians bas 
finished its work in Munich. One of the last 
things done was the creation of & 
fund fer young men without sufficient means, 
who are preparing for orchestra musicians. It 
was also decided to enter into a cartel with 
the ‘‘Buehnen-Genossenschaft,”’ the association 
of actors and with the organization of chorus 
singers for mutual protection and for the ad 
vancement of the common interest. A similar 
cartel is in existence now between the musil- 
cians of Germany and those of foreign coun- 
tries. Regarding the competition through the 
army bands little could be done, as the mill- 
tary authorities are anything but friendly to- 
ward the purposes of the organized civilian musi- 
cians. 

Good news comes from the German comic 
opera troupe, touring under Impresario Papke, 
the South American republics. The company 
played for weeks tn Rio Janeiro, Brazil, to 
splendid houses and with pronounced success. 
From there the compauy is to be taken to Porto 
Allegre for an extended engagement and then 
lates to Buenos Ayres, Argentine Republic. 

The newost American enterprise in Rerlin. the 
White City, has gotten into financial straits, 
through no fault of the management however. 
The wexther has been very bad and the terrible 
catastrophe during the motor cycle races at the 
old Botanical Garden close to the White City, 
in which a number of women and children lost 
their lives, has greatly lessened the attendance. 
The management found itself unable to pay out- 
standing claims. The management recently 
called a meeting of its creditors and submitted 
the facts, insisting, that with better weather 
and the proposed improvement in attractions 
offered, would soon bring a better attendance.

Hanlan’s Point Park Swept by Destructive Fire; Preparations 
for Immediately Rebuilding on a Scale Even More Ambitious 
and Elaborate Than Before—New Quincy, Ill., Park Prospering. 


HANLAN’S POINT PARK FIRE 
SWEPT. 


Hanlan’s Point, near Toronto, Can., was fire- 


swept the afternoon of August 10, with the 
loss of one life and destruction of property 
amounting to well on to $200,000, probably 


one-half covered by insurance. 

The amusement park, with its score of attrac- 
tions, is a desolate waste. Witb the excep- 
tion of the island ferry dock and offices, the 
merry-go-round and a refreshment stand, the 
maze, and a shooting gallery, the whole area 
from the docks through to the Hotel Hanlan, 
and all west to the extreme boundary of the 
field, not a timber is standing. 

Miss Clara Andrews, of Cobourg. cashier of 
the Figure 8, was cut off from retreat and fell 
just outside the ticket office door. She got 
into the passage lesding to the cars. but before 
she could get over the fence a gush of flame 
struck her and she fell back, a prey of the 
fiery elements. 

The conflagration started 
Theatre. and between that 
Figue 8, the very center of 
park. Fanned by a strong 
the flames speedily licked up 
crowded together, and in than twe 
hours, every building except these about the 
docks was a mass of black ruin.

The idea of the Barnum Show re- 
maining thirty-one days at Salt Lake City in 1869 is absurd, on the face of it. 
Salt Lake City . at that time, was at best a two-day stand for a medium-sized 
circus. In 1882. when some one claims to have seen W. C. Coup and Dan 
Castello in Pi'lings, running the Parnum and Pailey Circus, the Barnum, 
Bailey and Hutchinson Show was in the East and Middle West, with Jumbo, 
elephant, as a feature.

In spite of the fact that the fruit 
crops are reported to be not se large as last 
vear, fruit growers are already bestirring them- 
selves for bigger exhibits than ever. There will 
be more and finer livestock than exhibited be- 
fore. and the people of the Inland Empire are 
at last to see the famous prize winning live- 
stock of the Minnesota State Fair, which will 
stop off at Spokane for the week before going 
on to the Seattle Exposition stock show. The 
race program, harness and running, is the best 
yet offered, and $15,000 in purses is hung up.
